REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE INVESTIGATING 
THE INSURANCE DEPARTMENT. 


Commissioner Carr Praised for Enforcing 
Some Laws and Blamed for Neglecting 
Others—Some Pointed Comments by the 
Committee— 4 Wrangle in the House 
Over a Resolution to Fire a Presidential 
Salute. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disraron. 

JEFFERSON City, Mo., March?.—The Insur- 
ance Department Investigating Committee re- 
ported this morning. The committee says: 
At the beginning of this report your com- 
mittee wish to commend the present superin- 
tendent for the vigorous manner in which he 
has enforced the law against unautnorized 
companies and agents. On the other hand your 
committee are of the opinion that the prose- 
cutions against benevolent societies, such as 
the Iron Hall and Ancient Order of United 
Workmen, has been carried forward with a 
zeal calculated to injure said benevolent 
companies to the advantage of what is known 
as old line companies.’ ’’ 

As to the result of the failure of the Commis 
sioner to enforce the ‘‘retaliatory act, re- 
quiring the taxation of foreign companies to 
the amount which Missouri and other compa- 
nies are required to pay in the States in which 
they have foreign companies located, the re- 
port says: 

Thus the Pennsylvania companies have 
escaped the payment of large sums due this 
State, and the people have lost many thousands 
of dollars taxes. The loss has been greater 
with reference to these companies probably 
than those organized under any other State 
law, but it is not confined to Pennsylvania 
companies. Similar losses have occurred in 
dealing with the companies of many other 
States. 

It appears that in Pennsylvania foreign 
companies pay a tax of s cents on every dollar 
premium. Under the retaliatory act Missouri 
should tax Pennsylvania companies the 
same amount. In 1885 Missouri collected $1,557 
from Pennsylvania companies doing business 


in this State when, if the retaliatory act had 
been enforced, some $12,088 would have been 

aid into the State Treasury for this service. 

he fact that a plain law of the State has been 
i red, even set at defiance, by an officer of 
the State whose duty it was to enforce it, is of 
far more consequence, as it tende directly to 
demoralize the public service and sets an ex- 
ample. 

DANGEROUS TO IT. 

In 1886, $2,498 was collected when $13,819 
should have been collected; In 1 the 
amount received was $1,599 when $16,633 
should bave been paid by the Pennsylvania 
companies. and in 1888 only $1,634 was paid 
when 14, 2% should have been collected.

A PROFOUND SENSATION. 

It is reported that a book containing the ad- 
dresses of a number of persons in Ireland was 
found on the body. Piggott’s suicide has 
caused a profound sensation throughout En- 
gland. Witnesses have started from Paris for 
Madrid for the purpose of formally identifying 
the body. The Madrid police authorities in- 
tend to hold the effects of the suicide, pending 
an order from the Court relative to their dis- 


posal. 
THE MADRID TELEGRAM. 

It is learned this afternoon that the telegram 
Piggott sent from Madrid on Thursday to Mr. 
Soames’ office in this city, was addressed to 
Mr: Shannon, the Times Dublin solicitor, not 
to ‘‘Ponsonby’’ as first reported. On the ro- 
ceipt of the telegram Mr. Soames notified the 
police of the whereabouts of Piggott. 

THE TELEGRAM. 

Piggott’s telegram to Mr. Shannon read 

thus: 


Please ask Mr. ‘8.’ to send me what you 
promised. Write Roland Ponsonby, Hotel 
des Ambassadeures, Madrid.’’ 


Immediately on receipt of the telegram, Mr. 
Soames telegraphed to Inspector Littlee hild 
of the police, notifying him that Piggott was 
in Madrid, and afterward carried Piggott’s 
telegram to him. 

DECEIVING PIGGOTT. 

Mr. Shannon, who was about to take his de- 
parture for Ireland, wrote to Piggott denying 
that he had promised him money. The police 
induced Mr. Soames not to send Mr. Shan- 
non’s letter, and a clerk in Mr. Soames’ office, 
in order to detain Piggott in Madrid, wrote him 
a letter saying that Mr. Shannon was in Ireland 
and that when he returned to London the 
money he asked for would be sent to him by 


France.

AT THE PARIS EXPOSITION, 


The St. Louis Manual Treining School to 
Represent the United States. 


The St. Louis Manual Training School will 
represent the manual branch of the educa- 
tional system of the United States at the 
World's Exposition in Paris next summer.

Prof. C. W. Parks of Troy, N. Y., as 
Education Commissioner and Prof. Parks has 
made his selections of schools and colleges 
which will be representative of the United 
States.

He was engaged in making a 
chemical analysis, adding a strong acid solu- 
tion to the substance under investigation 
when, without the slightest warning, the 
mass exploded. The flames flashed up in his 
face, singeing his eyebrows and scorching his 
hair. Some of the acid struck him on jthe 
face and eyes and caused severe and painful 
burns. With great presence of mind, Mr. 


‘Edison plunged his face in a basin of water 


and prevented serious injury. As it was, his face 
and eyes were much inflamed and painful on 
Sunday, but since then he has steadily im- 
proved and now shows but little traces of the 
accident. Those familiar with the facts say 
he had a narrow escape from losing his eye- 
sight.

@ross the attention of naval experts concern- 
ing the naval establishment of Denmark. But 
at the present day, when. the Naval 
Intelligence — of the great 
powers are  ocollecting every bit of 
Gata which will help disclose the 
strength of other nations’ armaments, it is 
worthy of notice that some of this very data 
is most voluminous regarding the naval es- 
tablishments of some of the smaller States. 
This ispartiy because many of these small 
States possess vessels which are p ous in 
naval strength, and which, if en! in the 
cause of a belligerent nation, would prove 
perhaps a source of no inconsiderable alarm 
tothe enemy. Then, too, there is anotber 
reason for possessing the most accurate in- 
formation regarding the strength of many of 
the weaker powers. This reason lies in the 
ever-existing desire of some of the powers to 
gain control over the weaker States—a desire 
which such countries as Holland, Beigium 
and Denmark are constantly ascribing to Ger- 
many and France. 

To see what strength on the water Denmark 
can oppose to any supposed German aggres- 
sion, which from the history of the past, ap- 
pears more within the bounds of iikelihood, 
the latest returns at hand show that the navy 
of Denmark consists of thirty-three steam ves 
sels. Of this number nine are iron-clad ves 
sels. The remaining number is made up of 
one cruiser frigate, two cruiser corvettes, four 
third-class, eight gunboats, four school ships 
and five survey vessels. Aside from the tron. 
clad squadron of the Danish navy, the re- 
maining vessels do not merit serious consid. 
eration, especially when compared with mod 
ern -typed war ships.

She was completed in the 
same year that the Torderskjold was 
launched, in 1880. She is the best-typed mod 
ern war vessel the Danes possess, and with 
her heavy Krupp battery could do effective 
work in an engagement wita heavy ron 
clads. She has developed good speed powers, 
and, take it all iu ail, is 4 most serviceable 
modern war vessel. 

All the other armor-ciad vessels of Denmark 
are of old designs, being the outcome of many 
of the new ideas which sprang into ¢éxistence 
during the Sixties. They were all, in fact, 
built between the years 1 and 1872. The 
Rolf Krose was turned out from the Clyde in 
1863, being a turret ship built on Capt: Cole’s 
lines ; the Peter Skram and the Danmark date 
as far back as 164; the Lindonnen and the 
Dorm, both turret ships, appeared on the 
active list in 1868 and 1870 respectively, and the 
Odin in 172. This latter vessel is a strong 
type of a modern cruiser, though dating back 
to the early part of the past decade. She was 
constructed at the dock yard of Wyhboim and 
launched in December of 1872. er armor 
amidships consists of 8-inch iron plating. Her

Tue Tyler Steel Tube-works of Boston 
supply steel tubes for the largest boiler 
manufactory in the world, that of Bas- 
cock & Wrticox of Glasgow, Scotland. 
The steel of which the tubes are made is 
imported subject toa duty of 45 per cent; 
but when the tubes made from it are ex- 
ported the firm gets a drawback of 9 
per cent of the duty paid on the steel. 
This leaves 4% per cent and the cost of 
transportation both ways to be added to 
the cost of the raw material. Yet Amer- 
ican skilled labor is so much cheaper than 
‘similar labor in Glasgow that the Gixsgow 
firm can buy those steel boiler · tube: from 
Boston cheaper than itcan make them in 
Glasgow. This is one of many cases in

WIFE MURDERER LABBE. 


His Countrymen Declare He Must Hang 
Without Any Unnecessary Fuss. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Dieratren. 

PATERSON, N. J., March 2.—Katie Labbe, 
the wife who was so horribly stabbed by her 
husband, Tunis Labbe, Thursday afternoon, 
died yesterday morning at5 o'clock. She was 
only 19 years old. About midnight she made 
a statement declaring that her husband had 
met her on the street and accompanied her to 
the house of Mrs. Slaatemaker, a friend re- 


siding in Chestnut street. After they had 
been there for two hours Labbe suddenly 
attacked her with a knife. COornelius 
Vanderboek, a neighbor, threw Labbe out of 
the room, but he drove Vanderboek off and 
completed his Geadiy work. In Holland Labbe 
keptaninnand was well off. He secured a 
separation from his first wife and married 
Katie Van Titler agpings the wishes of her 
parents, who are well todo. She came to this 
country with him when he was detected in 
some crookedness and had to flee. Labbe 
was arraigned before the Recorder yesterday 
morning at l0o’clock, fle said that he came 
to Paterson last November with his 
wife. He had been sick and unable 
to work and she upraided bim for it and hence 
they separated. He bought a bread knife 
yesterday morning for family use, he said, 
and while they were at Mrs. Siaatemaker’s 
he laid it on a table. His wife snatched it up 
and began cutting him withit. He got away 
and began cutting her in return. He showed 
a severe wound in the neck which he said his 
wife had given him, but the lice believe 
that he tried to cut his throat. ewas taken 
to jail and committed for safe keeping. His 
wife will be buried this afternoon. 

The Hollanders, who are very numerous in 
Paterson, the city having the largest Dutch 
population of any city in the United States, 
are very indignant at the disgrace which has 
been brought on their nationality by Labbe 
and they emphbaticaliy informed a young law- 

er, who had been sent for, th ey would

Since Passaic 
County was created, in 1837, there has been 
but one execution in the county, which took 
place in January, 1650.

He claimed that the mild winter argued in for

Dr. Forest claimed that yellow 
fever was one of the easiest epidemics to 
stamp out provided the necessary authority 
and funds were allowed, because it only trav- 
eled on the surface of ‘the earth and at the 
rate of 50 feet per day.

He said that if his committee had six months 
it could not prepare a bill. The Senate com- 
mittees had labored longer without coming to 
a conclusion, and he believed thatan expres- 
sion of the sense of the convention 
would accomplish the work for which 
it was called, There was a great 
deal of discussion over the resolutions. The 
first two were adopted easily, but the third 
was vigorously opposed, but it finally carried, 
as did also the fourth, Then a resolution was 
adopted continuing the Committee on Bilis 
and the convention adjourned to September 1, 
when it will meet in Minneapolis. Most of 
the delegates left last night and more this 
morning. 


WHY THE CONVENTION ADJOURNED. 

The real cause of the adjournment of the 
Bankruptcy Convention without formalating 
a bill, said A. R. Kelly of St. Paul, is not 
entirely to be ascribed to the difficulty of 
drawing up aproper measure of that kind. As 
a matter of fact, three. or four well-digested 
schemes were presented, with none of which 
much fault could be found by those in favor of 
the enactment of a bankruptcy law. The 
Lowell bill was a most e ully considered 
measure, and but few and unimportant amen- 
dations, or rather additions, were suggested. 
Toframea bankruptcy wet that would have 
satisfied the great Feber ot those present 
would have been neither 80 long nor so diffi- 
cult a task as many imagine. In my opinion, 
as well as in that ot many others, the real 
reasons why no definative and decided action 
was taken were threefold. 


CAUSE OF THE SMALL ATTENDAXCE. 

In the first place, the attendance was not so 
— A, some of us hoped. Many interests 
and an immense amount of money were repre- 
sented, but the number of delegates was 
amaller than some of us deemed desirable. In 
a movement like this numbers count, and 
we wish to have pressure brought to bear on 
Congressmen and Senators from as many 
quarters as possibile. At the present 
season of the year, when the 
spring trade is about to open 
many of the leading wholesale merchants and 
manufacturers find it impossible to leave 
their business, and the convention was de- 
prived ofthe advantage of their advice and 
weight of their infleence. The early part of 
September, however, being about the dullest 
season of the year, will de much more favor- 
oble to a large and representative gathering, 
and this fact inductd us to adjourn to that 
season and to a place blessed with a fine sum- 
mer climate. 


MISSIONARY WORK TO BE DONE. 

The second reason for adjournment with- 
out itive action, altheugh some delegates 
would not be willing to edmit this, lies in the 
fact that the letters received showed a stronger 
opposition to the enactment of a bankruptcy 
law than bad been anticipated. This opposi- 
tion, as compared with the number and 
capital of those favoring such 4 
measure was insignificant,.but u very 
great deal depends on obtaining practical una- 
nimity. This secured the rest Will be easy, as 
the Congressmen will not oppose legislation 
which is demanded dy all their constituents. 
Manyjof us feel confident that the great ma- 
jority, if not all of the protestors, are arrayed 
7 — us solely because of @ misconception 
of the scope and effect of the various bills that 
we have under consideration, and thatif the 
matter can be put plainly and clearly before 
them, instead of opposing they will join 
hands with us. Under the former law the 
expenses of settling an estate, especi- 
sitly gin the West, where assets were 
likely to be widely scattered, was 
enormous, and the delays incident to the as- 
signee being discharged so great as in many 
cases to amount to practical confiscation. The 
trouble and cost of the methods employed 
were 80 great that hundreds of firms are op- 
posed to any bankruptcy law for this reason, 
and this alone. Not all of the delegates who 
met iu this city were aware of the provisions 
that had been made to obviate this difficulty, 
and, of course, others were even more igno- 
rant of the nature of the legislation to be pro- 
posed. When merchants, whether wholesale 
or retall, understand that the office of 
assignee will be practically abolished, 
and the estate pass at once into the 
hands of those who have the greatest interest 
in making the most out of it, and settling it 
with the least possibile delay, namely the 
creditors, Iexpect that nearly all objection 
Will be removed. If a bill had been framed 
at the present session many of those who de- 
clined to attend would have always opposed 
it. But if we have a chance to do a little mis- 
sionary work those very men can de 
brought into the next convention, where they 
can express their views and will aid us, heart 
and hand. 

A PLAN FOR CONCERTED STATE ACTION. 

The third reason that it was deemed best 
not to push matters was that notafew of the 
delegates wished to ascertain what could be 
done toward securing the passage of uniform 
insolvency laws by the different States. This 
scheme has long found great favor with 
many merchants, who are inclined 
to believe that such laws would be better than 
a general bankruptcy act, which from its nat- 
ure could mot take cogzisance of local condi- 
tions. The trouble has alway been that it has 
proved impossible to procure the enactment 
ot such laws. At present the legislation of 
some of the States is fearfully and wonderfui- 
ly made in this respect, and worst ot all it is ex- 
tremely uncertain in its effects, so that the 
best lawyer in many instances will express 
himself as unable to do more than guess at 
how a court wiil interpret any given 
act. Some members of the convention 
believe that if a general appeal is made to all 
the State bar associations concerted action 
can be secured. It was deemed best to give 
these people an opportunity of seeing what 
could be done in this direction, although few 
of us have much faith in thescheme. We 
wish, however, to silence every objection and 
to avoid even the appearance of taking snap 
judgment. Nothing can be done until the 
next session of Congress, and at the meeting 
to be held at Minnes fig next September 
there is no doubt that a bill will be framed 
which will prove much more satisfactory to 
all classes than anything that we could have 
endorsed here.’’
